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Fanners warned after string

POLICE have issued an alert to all Somerset 
farmers after a string of deliberate barn fires. 

Two of the fires took place in the South Petherton 
area, and Chief Inspector Mark Edgington, Local 
Policing Commander for East Somerset, said: “Over 
the last few weeks there have been several barn fires 
across Somerset. 

“Working with our colleagues at Devon and Som¬ 
erset Fire and Rescue, investigations have led us to 
conclude that these have been deliberate acts of 
arson. 

“We take incidents of arson extremely seriously. 
They have huge financial implications for farmers 
in addition to the enormous danger they pose to peo¬ 
ple and livestock.” 

Two of the fires under investi¬ 
gation took place on August

14th and 16th in the South Petherton area. 

Firefighters were called to a farm on Hawthorne 
Hill, East Lambrook, just after 11pm on the 14th, 
and despatched units from Crewkerne, Chard, 
Ilminster, Yeovil and Martock. 

They tackled a fire in a barn which contained one 
hundred tonnes of hay and straw. 

Two days later, just before midnight on the 16th, 
firefighters were called to Rylands Farm on East 
Lambrook Road, South Petherton. 

Firefighters from stations in Martock, Ilminster, 
Crewkerne and Yeovil were part of the initial re¬ 
sponse. 



Crews confirmed that a barn was well alight and 
requested another fire engine, which was sent from 
Somerton. 

An Incident Command Unit was also sent from 
Street, and police were requested along with ambu¬ 
lance to stand by. 

Chief Inspector Edgington said: “We will work 
with our partners to identify those responsible and 
they will be dealt with robustly. 

“We want to hear from anyone who has any infor¬ 
mation about these incidents or any other suspected 
arson. 

“You can call us on the 101 number or, alterna¬ 
tively, you can call Crimestoppers on 0800 555 111. 

“We want to prevent any further fires before some¬ 
one is seriously hurt.”

There’s an 
arrangement for paying in cash via a local bank 
but today most transactions are completed by 
bank transfer or card services. The writing is 
on the walls for payment by cheque. 

I recently tried to open a bank account for a 
charity with which I’m connected. We did not 
want to borrow any money. We just wanted an 
account into which we could pay money and 
then draw out by cheque. We waited so long 
that in the end I gave up and went to Metro. 
They did it for me in three days. 

Working for a bank used to be one of the most 
respected professions. Today, they come 
somewhere between estate agents and jour¬ 
nalists when it comes to public respect. 

It’s no wonder banks are disappearing from 
our high streets. Of course, it’s not the local 
people who work behind the counter. I’ve al¬ 
ways found them charming and sympathetic.

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Best ever GCSE results celebrated in South Somerset

FOLLOWING on from the previous week’s A-level 
success, it was the turn of GCSE students across 
South Somerset to celebrate on Thursday. 

Holyrood Academy in Chard saw its “best ever” 
GCSE results, with 70 per cent of students achieving 
the key measure of at least a grade C in both maths 
and English, a 10 per cent increase on last year. 

Many students exceeded their personal targets with 
one in every five grades awarded being an A or A*. 
Five students - Maggie Evans, Alfie Tipping, Teigan 
Veale, Ellis Caird and Frey a Rodgers - achieved 43 
A*s and 15 A grades between them. 

Headteacher Matthew Collins said: “The achieve¬ 
ments of all the students has been superb. 

“New government measures take into account, the 
progress made by every student in the year for the 
new Progress 8 score and these are significantly 
above national thresholds - indicating high levels of 
success for students of all abilities.” 

He went on to say that the results were “thoroughly 
deserved” and a testament to the students’ attitude and 
hard work. 

“I would also like to thank the teaching staff for the 
incredible amount of work they have put in to sup¬ 
porting this group of students,” he added. 

Executive principal Martin Brook commented: “In 
the context of our new partnership with Axe Valley it 
was crucial that we could demonstrate big improve¬ 
ments again this year. These results are outstanding 
and can only help to further our reputation at a local 
and regional level. 

“Above all else, I am delighted for our students who 
have worked so hard to achieve these exceptional 
grades.” 

Newly appointed director of sixth form, David 
MacCormick, added: “This fantastic set of results 
means that 80 per cent of the students in this year 
group have met the entry requirements for the sixth 
form at Holyrood and can be part of the exciting new 
developments.” 

Wadham School in Crewkerne also saw its best 
GCSE results for many years with a 10 per cent in¬ 
crease in performance compared to last year, equating 


to 63 per cent of students achieving at least five 
GCSE passes, including maths and English. 

There was also a 16 per cent increase to 71 per cent 
in the number of students passing both English and 
mathematics - a new government key performance 
measure. 

Asked what he puts the improvement down to, act¬ 
ing headteacher Matthew Gardner said: “I’m de¬ 
lighted that our forensic approach, with real emphasis 
on early detection of students that need additional 
support, has achieved the desired outcome. 

“It has not just been about giving extra help to stu¬ 
dents outside the curriculum, but also adjusting the 
teaching, week in week out to reflect class needs and 
to address areas of difficulty.” 

Particularly impressive performances came from 27 
students who received five or more A*s or As - Erin 
Bowhay, Fin Brown, Megan Butler, Daisy Charles, 
Tom Clarke, Jessica Derham, Corey Edwards, Olivia 
Elsdale, Hannah Farmer, Imogen Fisher, Abby 
French, Rebecca French, Bethany Lacey, Jessica 
Langdon, Georgia Lewis, Max Metcalfe, Madeleine 
Murdoch, Lea Newcombe, Abigail Parham, Caitlin 
Pauli, Jessica Payne, Isabella Pearson, Charlie Pet- 
tinger, Lucy Pittard, Abbi Spicer, Tiggy Swan wick 
and Beth Womack. 

Amongst these Tom Clarke, Olivia Elsdale, Imogen 
Fisher, Rebecca French, Leah Newcombe, Caitlin 
Pauli, Jessica Payne, Lucy Pittard and Beth Womack, 
achieved an impressive 10 A*s or As. 

Mr Gardner added: “I have been highly impressed 
with the way our students have applied themselves in 
the lead up to exams and hugely appreciative for the 
dedication from the staff team and the great support 
we have had the from parents who can have a tremen¬ 
dous impact on performance. 

“The school hopes that the excellent GCSE perfor¬ 
mance this year coupled with great A-Level results 
announced last week will influence parents of pupils 
across the Ilminster and Crewkerne area to take the 
opportunity to visit our open evening on Monday, 
September 26th.”

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Council grant to help fight fuel poverty 


All welcome at netball training

A GRANT of £7,260 will help fight fuel poverty in 
Chard. 

South Somerset District Council’s Area West Com¬ 
mittee agreed to approve a joint grant application 
from the Centre for Sustainable Energy (CSE) and 
Home Energy Centre (HEC). 

The organisations are working together on a project 
called “Warmer Chard”, and have also secured a Big 
Lottery grant. 

CSE is a national charity based in Bristol, which 
runs projects relating to energy including work on re¬ 
ducing fuel poverty. 

HEC is a community organisation which was 
formed in Ilminster and expanded by opening Chard 
Home Energy Centre, a neighbourhood drop-in infor¬ 
mation point within the premises of Somerset Media 
Solutions, last year. 

An Area West Committee agenda report described 
HEC’s work in Chard, stating: “Every Wednesday af¬ 
ternoon people requiring energy advice can drop in 
or make appointments to discuss specific energy-ef¬ 
ficiency matters with an experienced volunteer. 

“In January 2016, Chard HEC held an open day, 


150 leaflets and promotional items were distributed 
and residents brought in their gas and electricity bills 
to get advice about their energy use. 

“For example, one pensioner, who brought in her 
energy bills, then took the advice given by the HEC 
volunteers and reduced her monthly energy bill from 
£165 to £60, which took her out of fuel poverty and 
provided her with greater local spending power from 
her pension, her sole income.” 

The report also said that Chard and surrounding vil¬ 
lages had been identified as an area with a particular 
need for energy advice services due to pockets of high 
fuel poverty, as a result of: 

• A higher proportion of poverty and deprivation, 
compared with other areas of South Somerset, ac¬ 
cording to the indices of multiple deprivation; 

• Poor levels of understanding amongst low-income 
households around energy use and costs; 

• Lack of capacity amongst local community groups 
to support local residents; 

• Rising energy bills, particularly many of the sur¬ 
rounding villages without mains gas, relying instead 
on more expensive options to heat their homes, such 


as LPG or night storage heaters; 

• High proportion of older populations who are more 
susceptible to cold and damp homes; 

• Cold homes can contribute to excess winter deaths, 
cardio- vascular disease, depression, arthritis and 
rheumatism, it affects dexterity, increasing the risk of 
accidents and injuries in the home; 

• Higher proportion of older properties; solid-walled 
properties are typically £300 per annum more expen¬ 
sive to heat than those with more modern cavity in¬ 
sulation. 

Before approving the grant, members of Area West 
Committee were told that: “The ‘Warmer Chard’ pro¬ 
ject will be open to all and will be promoted to all 
groups and members of the community. 

“Home Energy Centre Chard is accessible and the 
project’s home visits will enable wide participation. 

“Promotional materials will be produced to an ac¬ 
cessible standard and project materials will be avail¬ 
able in a range of languages and forms and 
interpreters will be used if required.” 


Chard Reservoir to remain closed to anglers after death of carp 


CHARD Reservoir Local Nature Reserve will re¬ 
main closed to anglers for the time being. 

In mid-June this year, the decision was taken to 
close all angling at the South Somerset District 
Council (SSDC) owned reservoir because of the 
death of an estimated 15 to 20 carp. 

Following concern from the SSDC site ranger, 
the Chard Angling Club bailiff and anglers, the 
Environment Agency (EA) was asked to assist. 

After an initial site visit by the EA, a decision 
was taken to close the site to angling for further 
investigations to take place. 

The EA visited the site again in July, sampling 
fish and taking away five fish for analysis. 

They also monitored water quality and general 


environmental conditions. 

Test results are back and no single disease or 
incident has been responsible for the mortality 
(in predominantly carp) at the reserve. It is pre¬ 
sumed that, weakened after spawning and pos¬ 
sibly exposed to a pollution incident, some 
specimens were more prone to infection and dis¬ 
ease and subsequently died. 

Site ranger Tim Brown said: “SSDC and Chard 
Angling Club continue to monitor the reserve. I 
attend the site daily, walking the shoreline and 
observing the fish stock where possible. 

“We are closed to angling currently, but the sit¬ 
uation is being assessed weekly. 

“I am grateful to the angling community for 


their understanding and we look forward to 
opening as soon as we can." 

Steve Osborne, from Chard Angling Club, added: 
“The health of the fish is paramount. We will not 
open the site to angling until we are content that 
the stock has returned to full health and that 
water quality is being regularly monitored at 
each inlet to check for any pollutants entering 
the fishery." 

Councillor Sylvia Seal, portfolio holder for 
leisure and culture at SSDC, said: “It has been a 
long process trying to establish what the cause 
of the initial fish mortality was. 

“The reservoir is on the course of the River Isle 
and has many tributaries from both the town and 


countryside. Keeping a close watch on the water 
coming into the fishery should help us identify 
and manage any future potential issues. 

“We are grateful to the EA for their swift inter¬ 
vention and advice and support throughout this 
event." 

SSDC officers and Chard Angling Club will meet 
again in early September to assess the situation, 
in the hope that an opening can be scheduled. 

Information will continue to be released via the 
reserve Facebook pages, online at www.south- 
somersetcountryside.com and via the angling 
club's website.

Giles was named Best Goalkeeper at the 
2014 CPISRA European Championships in 
Maia, Portugal, and will now aim to help 
Team GB improve on their seventh-place 
finish at London 2012. 

Giles, who went to Neroche Primary 
School at Broadway and Holyrood Academy 
in Chard, before further studies at Canning- 
ton College and Bridgwater College, said he 
and the Team GB squad had been training

That’s why, throughout 
2016, the charity is contacting existing supporters to ask 
if they want to keep in touch. It is also exploring new ways 
to fund its lifesaving work.

and Flood Rescue teams rescued an average of 22 
people every day.

Stress describes what most people experience when 
the demands made upon individuals are greater than the 
ability to manage them. People can feel overloaded, 
under tremendous pressure and feel tense or emotional. 

Stress affects everyone, young and old and is a com¬ 
pletely normal reaction that will be experience by every¬ 
one from time to time when faced with new or 
challenging situations. 

External stressors are sources of stress that we are 
aware of around us, these can include traumas, life ex¬ 
periences or simply daily hassles. Internal stressors are 
the sources of stress that are inside us and are often the 
most common sources of stress.

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WHAT TO DO IN THE GARDEN THIS WEEK: 


By Hannah Stephenson, Press Association 


• Pinch out the tops of outdoor tomatoes as any 
further flowers developing now will not form 
ripe fruit before autumn. 

• Finish summer pruning apple trees. 

• Trim back laurel hedges to remove complete 
shoots. 

• Pick dahlias regularly and continue tying in 
stems to their supports. 

• Make sure camellias don't dry out as they will 
be forming flower buds now to bloom next 
spring. 

• Prune rambler roses when they have finished 
flowering. 

• Earth up trench celery to blanch stems 

• Water apples, pears and other fruits to help in 
crease their size. 

• Remove suckers from the roots of roses and 
other fruiting trees. 

• Keep the greenhouse well ventilated, opening 
doors and windows during the day but closing 
them on cool nights. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH - Hydrangea 
Once out of fashion, hydrangeas have once 
again come into their own, as gardeners make 
the most of the more unusual climbing species 
and the cool white hues. Hydrangea anomala 
subsp. petiolaris, the climbing hydrangea, is a 


self-clinger with lacecap heads of creamy-white 
flowers in summer and will lighten up a shady 
wall, while H. paniculata 'Grandiflora', produces 
large conical heads of white flowers that flush 
pink with age in late summer and early autumn. 
The flowers are also good for drying. Hy¬ 
drangeas prefer fertile, humus-rich, moisture-re¬ 
tentive soil in partial shade, sheltered from cold, 
dry winds. Leave the flower heads on them over 
the winter, which will protect emerging new 
shoots. Then, in late winter, cut back all 
sideshoots to within 5-8cm of the main stems.

Guitars on the Beach ready to 
rave on in memory of ‘Nomad’ 


THIS WEEKEND’S Guitars On The Beach 
(GOTB) in Lyme Regis is to be dedicated to 
the late Gordon “Nomad” Smith, the much¬ 
loved local musician who helped establish the 
popular guitar festival. 

GOTB founder Geoff Baker has announced 
that the event on Saturday, which is to be 
staged alongside Mark Hix’s Food Rocks fes¬ 
tival and which will attempt to break its own 
UK record as Britain’s biggest band, will be 
held in memory of the guitarist, songwriter and 
film-maker who inspired and helped so many 
young Lyme musicians. 

Nomad, as he was known to everyone in the 
town, died on New Year’s Eve 2013 after a 
brave battle with cancer. A lifelong professional 
musician who did much to energise Lyme’s 
music scene, he never got to play at the guitars 
event that he helped to create. 

In his honour, the event’s anthem and record- 
bid song ‘Rave On’ will be dedicated to Nomad 
and his old band mates will be performing at 
the two-day event. 

“Without Nomad, there would be no Guitars 
On The Beach,” said Mr Baker. 

“When the idea came up for a festival for am¬ 
ateur guitarists, Nomad was the first person I 
went to for advice of how to make it work. He 
immediately said that we should play a simple, 
three-chord song, and he said it should be 
Buddy Holly’s ‘Rave On’, which has been our 
anthem ever since. 

“Nomad was hugely enthusiastic about Gui¬ 
tars On The Beach, encouraging people of all 
ages and abilities to pick up a guitar and join 
in. He was a lion of a man who did so much to 
help young musicians, from assisting B-Sharp 
to promoting concerts at the Woodmead Halls 
and ArtsFest, but sadly he became too ill to 
play at the first GOTB in 2013. 

“It’s right and it’s fitting that the biggest 
music event in Lyme’s calendar should be ded¬ 
icated to the guy who probably did more than 
anyone to boost music in the town. 

“This year we will be fund-raising at the gig 
for Cancer Research UK and one of the main 
reasons why we picked that charity was our 
fond memory of Nomad. 

“It would be great if everyone who remem¬ 
bers Nomad could support the cause and come 
down to the beach with a guitar or ukulele or 
banjo on Saturday to join in with us playing 
‘Rave On’ as a tribute to the music man without 
whom all of this would not have been. 



“We are especially pleased that Nomad’s old 
band-mates Bob Brooker, Phil Birkhead and 
John Hallett will be performing over the week¬ 
end with their bands Cosmic Cafe Lite and 
Blues Before Sunrise.” 

The ‘Rave On’ record attempt on Saturday 
will be held at 5pm, with the warm-up starting 
at 4.30pm. 

Guitars On The Beach currently holds the UK 
record for the largest number of guitarists in 
one band - some 3,000, which was set in 2014 
when local star musician Ian Gillan, the lead 
singer of Deep Purple, led the band on the sand 
in a performance of his band’s classic hit, 
‘Smoke On The Water’. 

Mr Baker said he had “no idea” whether this 
year’s event would set a new record. 

“To be honest, I don’t know if one hundred 
guitarists will turn up, or one thousand or five 
thousand. But it doesn’t actually matter be¬ 
cause the whole point of the event is not to get 
into the record books - the point is for every¬ 
one to pick up a guitar and join the band. 

“People are coming from all over the UK to 
take part, some of them are dressing up in fancy 
dress on local themes, like as The French Lieu¬ 
tenant’s Woman or as fossil hunter Mary An- 
ning, the first rock star. 

“It doesn’t matter if you’re a beginner or an 
accomplished guitarist. Just learn the G, C and 


D chords and you’ll be able to play along.” 

The event will include tributes to rock heroes 
who have died this year. The Eagles’ Glenn 
Frey will be remembered when The Seagulls 
house band performs ‘Take It Easy’ and there 
will also be another play-along tribute to the 
late David Bowie with a massed-guitar perfor¬ 
mance of his hit ‘Rebel Rebel’. 

The event is also in memory of Buddy Holly 
and will be held just days before what would 
have been the rock and roll pioneer’s 80th 
birthday on September 7th. 

The giant band will also be performing the 
beach classic ‘Under The Boardwalk’ - on 
which they will be led by Kenny Young, the 
Grammy Award-winning songwriter who com¬ 
posed the song which was a huge hit for The 
Drifters. 

The Saturday show, which will end by 7pm, 
will also see the raffling of star guitar prizes, 
including a Stratocaster signed by Ian Gillan. 

The main raffle prize is a Fender acoustic 
signed by Sir Paul McCartney and featuring a 
unique and original drawing by top UK con¬ 
temporary artist Tracey Emin. 

The event, which will be held on the main 
beach on Saturday and Sunday, is primary 
sponsored by Bournemouth guitars megastore 
Absolute Music and Blackstar Amps. Both 
sponsors will be providing special prizes to be 
won on the Saturday. 

Other sponsors include: Axminster Garden 
Machinery, Axe Music, C.G. Fry & Sons, Cre¬ 
ative Solutions, John Hornby Skewes, 
Limegreen Electrical, Lyme Regis Brewery, 
Lyme Regis Town Council, Lyme Regis Sea- 
glass Jewellery, Lyme Spring Water, Musicians 
Insurance Services and Sounds Live.

“All of us organisers are delighted that our 
musical director, Lyme lad Brian Street, has put 
together a programme featuring so many young 
local musicians, including superb singers like 
Grace Gillan and Shannon Turner, the master 
guitarist Adam Sweet and Ollie Harris, who 
will be this year’s Buddy Holly, leading us all 
on the record-bid songs.

get wall lights in the bathroom, perhaps for cre¬ 
ating a relaxing atmosphere when you're soaking 
in the tub, and on either side of the mirror for 
shaving and applying makeup. An illuminated 
mirror is another option. 

3. Target lighting, especially in kitchens, can 
be both practical and attractive. Consider fitting 
statement pendant lights low over a kitchen is¬ 
land unit or dining table for a fantastic feature 
and, often, a softer way to light the room than 
with spotlights. If you enjoy cooking, lights to 
illuminate the kitchen worktops (fitted under the 
wall units) may work well, and think about hav¬ 
ing strip lights along the wall units and/or kick 
boards for a dramatic effect. 

4. If you're doing major building work, such as 
an extension or loft conversion, you may be sur¬ 
prised how early you need to decide on the posi¬ 
tion of everything electrical and the number of 
sockets, spotlights, switches, etc. In both exten¬ 
sions and loft conversions, recessed spotlights 
are often fitted throughout and although they're 


not the cheapest, it's a good idea to request LED 
bulbs. Some electricians and builders fit LEDs 
as standard, but not all, and some building con¬ 
trol inspectors insist that LEDs are fitted, but 
again not all. LEDs are much cheaper to run than 
conventional bulbs and usually last much longer. 
They'll also improve your home's Energy Per¬ 
formance Certificate (EPC) if you ever decide to 
sell or rent out your home, so they're well worth 
investing in. 

5. In rooms with lots of recessed spotlights, ask 
your electrician to zone them so each zone (sit¬ 
ting area, kitchen, dining area, etc) is on a differ¬ 
ent switch, which will give you more flexibility 
and control. You may also want dimmer switches 
so, again, the lighting's fully controllable and 
you don't have to sit and relax in bright overhead 
light. Another thing to consider is the colour of 
the LED bulbs because it will make a big differ¬ 
ence to the overall effect - I recommend warm 
white bulbs for a cosy glow.
